Savage battles under way 
in E. Beirut despite truce 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Beirut 
shuddered to the thunder of sheD 
and rocket fire Saturday with the 
collapse of Hie sixth truce within 
four days between warring 
Christian leaders. 

At least 145 people have been 
IriDed and 700 wounded in the 
bitter fighting between army 
General Michel A cum and 
Lebanese Forces militia warlord 
Samir Geagea for control ot 
Lebanon's Christian enclave. 

The combatants launched 
themselves at each other with 
renewe d ferocity after a brief 
three-boor truce in response to 
appeals from church leaders to 
end the “bloody tragedy.” 

Police said artiDery shells “sud- 
denly” crashed into residential 
districts of west Beirut, which is 
outside the combat zone, and the 
city's eastern sector as of 4:15 
pjm. (1415 GMT). 

The barrage caught unpro- 
tected civilians who tad emerged 
from shelters to inspect damage 
inflicted on their prop e rty during 
the five-day conmmtation. 

Police raid 152 people had 
been killed and 586 wounded in 
Hie brutal clashes between 
Aoun’s 20,000 troops and the 
6,000-strong militia. 

A police spokesman said shells 
were falling on the east Beirut 
district of ‘Ain Al Rummaneh as 


well as Hie nearby army-held 
nefahbourhood of Badaro in east 
Beirut. . . 

The spokesman , who cannot be 
named in line with regulations, 
said shells also crashed along west 
Beirut’s seaside boulevard and 
Hie districts of ’Ain Mrrisseh, 
Qantari and Zokak Blatt at the

He said Hie source of shelling 
could not be determined. 

Geagea, in an interview broad- 
cast live by Hie Voice of Lebanon 
radio, said his militia was “fully 
abiding” by die ceasefire.

Only 40 passengers got off the 
boat, which docked just half an 
hour in Jounieh. to pick ftwn up.

around 8:30 p.m. (1830 GMT) 
and left after half an hour to 
reach tots southeast Cyprus port 
early in the morning . 

“It was very bad There were 
bombs, rockets, the crew mem- 
bers were afraid and so woe toe 
passengers,” said chief officer 
Demetris Asnasis.

“Our house is just two mimites 
from the port. That’s bow we 
were able to get out,” said Tony 
Hekra.

Shweikh said that any efforts 
exerted to solve the economic 
problems should be a c co mpa nied 
by the IbllowfagpolidGs and pro- 
cedures:

Jordan laments lack of Arab food security 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Arab 
World is going through a critical 
stage in view of its increasing 
dependence on foreign sources 
for food and tee Arab failure to 
carry out projects that can yield 
sufficient amounts of food staff 
for the Arab population, Mtafetiy 
of Agriculture secretary General 
Sami Sunna Said here Saturday. 

Tbe Arab World has increased 
its reliance on external sources to 
meet its needs for lean meat and 


animal feed a$ the 
lands in tiie Arab World 
to shrink due to building opera- 
tions and industry in areas whidi 
used to be grown with wheat, 
Sunna said in an address to the 
opening session of a six-day train- 
ing co urs e on te chniques and 
me th odology to improve barley 
cultivation. 

Sunna said wheat and barley 
were grown in scari-arid areas 


whidi receive KuwtoH jimfuiAts of 
rainfall insufficient for the cul- 
tivation of grata rad c e reals. 

Tbe course is organised by the 
International Centre for Agri- 
cultural Research and Dry Areas 
(ICARDA), whidi has a regional 
office in Amman. Participants in 
the coarse represent Jordan, 
Syria, Iraq, Egypt and Qatar. 

The course will be conducted 
by spedafists from ICARDA and 


from Jordan, according to an 
ICARDA official. 

The course is part of a Mashreq 
project and is sponsored by the 
United Nations Development 
Programme (UNDP) and the 
Arab Fund for Economic and 
Social Development The project 
is being implemented in Jordan, 
Syria and Iraq, with technical 
assistance from ICARDA. 

According to ICARDA offi- 


cials, tee project aimt at helping 
increase barley, pasture and 
sheep production in low-rainfall 
areas of the three countries. 
Through the project, said an 
ICARDA official, training will be 
provided to -technici ans wo rking 
m the field to upgrade their 
knowledge, abilities and Bkflk in 
barley and livestock production, 
and in transferring available tech- 
nology to tanners and sheep 
owners. 


Armenians mourn 
Jerusalem patriarch 


AMMAN (Agendes) — Tbe 
Armenian community in Jor- 
dan and tee Holy Land was in 
a state of mounting Saturday 
over tec death of tec Arme- 
nian patriarch of Jerusalem, 
Yegfiuhe Derderian, who died 
-Thursday of a heart attack ax 
bis residence in tee St. James 
Convent in the Old City of 
Jerusalem. He died at tbe age 
of 80. 

The Armenian bishop in 
Amman Saturday began re- 
ceiving condolences. 

Derderian, one of the three 
custodians of Jerusalem's 
Christian holy places, died at 
about 9 p.m, (1900 GMT) 
Thursday, Cbrueh Secretary 
Father George Htatlian told 
the AP in Jerusalem. He said 
Derderian had been ill with 
for two days. 

Bells of mourning pealed in 
tee Old City's Armenian quar- 
ter to announce tbe death, and 
dozens of congregation mem- 
bers rushed to the convent. 

Ar meni a n women, dressed 
in black mourning clothes, 
greeted each other somberiy as 
they entered to pray. Black 
Sara were hung beside the 
white and red flag of the pat- 
riarchy. 

Derderian, who was bom in 
the eastern Turkish city of 
Van, to Jerusalem in 
1922, seven years after his 
family was killed in tbe 1915 


massacre in whidi hnndreds erf 
thousands of Armenian resi- 
dents of the Otto man emp i re 
were slain. 

He studied at the St. James 
Theological Seminary and 
served its dean before being 
named deputy patriarch in 
1949. In 1960, he became pat- 
riarch of Jerusalem, Htatlian 
said. 

Derderian never married, 
although Armenian clergymen 
are permitted to do so. 

“He was very outspoken on 
Armenian affairs," said Htat- 
lian. For example, during 
January celebrations oT the 
A rmenian Christmas, Derde- 
rian accused Soviet authorities 
of not doing enough to stop the 
violence in tbe southern Cau- 
casus between Azeris and 
Armenian. Derderian at the 
time appealed to world leaders 
tO “Stop tiie contin u ing Uood- 
bata 

Derderian also wrote 22 
books, tadodtag biographies 
of religious figures and poetry, 
Htatlian said. “He was quite 
informed about tee world and 
be -was a great traveller,” 
a dded Htatlian. 

Derderian was the spiritual 
leader of 8,000 Armenians in 
Jordan, Israel, and the occu- 
pied West Bank. He was also 
one of the three enctnitiaiK of 
Jerusalem's holy places, along 
with the Greek Orthodox and 



fjtin patriarchs. 

HintHan said the funeral was 
tentatively scheduled for the 
middle of next week, adding 
teat hundreds of clergymen 
from abroad would attend the 
burial. 

Among the expected guests 
are CathoHcoss Vazken, bead 
of the mother c hurch in Soviet 
Armenia, and Catholicoss 
Karekin, head of the Lebanese 
branch, Htatlian said. 

There are about 7.5 million 
Armenians worldwide, includ- 
ing one million in the United 
States, Htatlian said. 

The Armenian church is one 
of tiie Eastern Rite churches 
which are organised along 
ethnic Hnes -and accept tbe 
authority ^of the Pope but have 
considerable autonomy in 
ritual and questions of disci- 
pline.

Unity key theme of 
ACC Parliament talks 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Lower House 
of Parliament Speaker Suleiman 
Arar Saturday described the out- 
come of tee first meeting of par- 
tiamentaiy committees of the 
Arab Cooperation Council 
(ACC) countries held in Baghdad 
last week as fruitful and positive; 

Tbe recommendations adopted 
by tbe meeting represented “tee 
minimum level of tee Arab peo- 
ple’s aspirations for pan-Arab un- 
ity," Arar said upon iris return 
here from Baghdad. 

Arar, who led Jordan's 15- 
member delegation to the meet- 
ing, told tbe Jordan News Agen- 
cy, Petra, chat the committee 
endorsed a statute and 
various basic issues related to 
“the critical stage through which 
the A$ab World is now passing." 

Particular attention was given 
to the situation in tiie occupied 
Palestinian land and the influx of 
Jewish immigrants, he said. The 
situation in Lebanon and the 
Iraq-Iran situation in the Gulf 
were also reviewed, he said. 


He said the committees' mem- 
bers — representing Jordan, 
Iraq, Egypt and North Yemen — - 
stressedthe need for closer coop- 
eration among Arab economic 
blocs in the fece of other major 
economic blocs and called for 
pan- Arab unity to confront com- 
mon challenges. 

Arar delivered Jordan's 
address at the meeting, which was' 
opened by Iraqi President Sad- 
dam Hussein on Thursday, noting 
that the way was now open for 
parliaments of tee ACC countries 
to work together to achieve the 
goals of the council which was set 
up last February. 

“In view of tee international 
situation and the continued 
Israeli occupation of Arab lands, 
the Arabs have no alternative but 
to unite into one force capable of 
confronting the challenges," Arar 
told tee meeting. He said that the 
influx of Jews to the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip was “another international 
conspiracy against the Arab Na- 
tion." 


NAF survey to reveal

AMMAN (Petra) — Specialists 
entrusted with following up the 
implementation of resolutions 
adopted by inter-governmental 
confe ren ces on information pob- , 
ties began a two-day meeting in 
Amman Saturday to review two 
working papers dealing with sur-„ 
veys and needs of information- 
sendees in tbe Arab World.

AMMAN — The National Aid 
Fhnd (NAF) has initiated a sur- 
vey designed to reveal the num- 
ber of needy families in Jordan in 
order- to organise monthly aid 
supplements for them depending 
bn their needs, according to NAF 
Director-General Khalil Al 
Faonri. 

Faonri told the Jordan Times 
that teams of social workers, in 
cooperation with local commun- 
ity leaders from the public and 
the private sectors, were carrying 
out the survey, which is expected 
to be completed by Match 30. 

“Once the survey has been 
completed, NAF wifi take steps 
to introduce amendments to the 
NAFs laws and regulations in a 
bid to expand its services and 
cover various needy groups," 
Faouri said. 

He-said fee survey teams were 
seeking to determine the number 
of needy families and the type of 
assistance these families require. 

Families wife monthly income 
of JD 80 are entitled to NAF 
assistance while those who re- 


ceive JD 40 a month could .be 
receiving more, but everything 
depends on the number of needy 
families as will be revealed by tbe 
survey, Faouri added. 

"The JD 40 aid given to needy 
families which have .no. other 
income, as decided upon three 
years ago, is not enough now and 
arrangements are being matte to 
reconsider the situation and to 
increase the size of aid," Faonri 
added. 

“The NAF will not wait for 
needy groups to call for help. Thej 
fund will try to find teem and 
provide them with assistance," lie 
added. 

At present, Faouri noted, tfie 
NAF prorides monthly aid to 
10,000 families, spending on 
them approximately one quarter- 
of a million dinais a month. In 
addition, the NAF has provided 
aid for people to start businesses. 
Altogether the fund has fimmcnri 
250 projects, spending. JD 
200,000, Faouri added. 

The NAF provides tamp sum 
aid for families which suddenly 
lose their breadwinners and bias 
to find a way for providing train- 
tag to other members of the 
family to earn a tiring. 


‘Arabic music faces 
onslaught, needs boost* 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The 12& 
meeting of the executive board of 
the Arab Academy of Music and 
the first Arab Music Rostrum 
were opened here Saturday under 
the patronage of Her Majesty 
Queen Noor.

THE ADOPTION of the 1990 budget hy tbe Lower Honse of 
P&rtiameat on Saturday is tantamount to a second vote of 
confidence m the government of Prime Minister Mndar 
Badran, albeit by a smaller majority this time around. 

The s up port for the austerity budget of JD 1.05 billion 
came in tbe wake of heated and comprehensive debate of the 
issues and problems associated not only with the economic 
and fiscal poHcfes of tbe government bat also with the many 
other potidcal and social subjects that refitted the concerns 
of onr parliamentarians. After most depntfes took the floor 
to express their and air their views, even their 

aspirations and dreams, die time finally came yesterday to 
cast their vote. As it turned out, the vote indicated the 
deputies’ approval of and support for the government’s 
bucket and its promises and efforts to strengthen ft farther. 

No doubt the majority of parliamentarians have had a got 
feeling all along that the government of Mndar Badram 
shared with them their concerns, worries and hopes. But the 
deputies must also have felt that tbe realities inherited from 
the past curtailed the state’s freedom and ability to redress 
them at once. 

It has been understood that the Badran gover nm ent is 
serious about dealing urgently and effectively with the issues 
of unemployment and the rising cost of living which haye 
afflicted onr lives in recent times. Also, there has been little 
doubt that the government wonkl take note of and act on tbe 
proposals and ideas submitted in earnest by the various 
parliamentarians to rectfy the social and other hardships 
feat so many Jordanians now experience for no fanlt of their 
own. 

The fact that the government had already earned its vote 
of confidence in January on the basis of its proposed 
socio-political and economic poHcfes and gikkiies has 
made fit that much simpler for Mr. Badran and his 
coUeagnesto win the vote of the legislature on Saturday. It is 
therefore only natural that the reservoir of trust and 
confidence in the government which was shown in January, 
would spfll over to its draft budget law that was formulated 
fo the first place with much of the concerns of Jordanians in 
mind . These shared feelings and perspec tive s have dearly 
put the government and the Lower House on the V«TIK» 
wavelength and fa ci lit a ted the adoption of the 1990 budget 
as the least painfid solution to the economic and fiscal woes 
of the country. And now that another vote of confidence was 
realised by the prime minister and his team it is time to go 
on with the harder task and responsibility to translate the 
prmdpal features of the budget into realities. 


JORDAN PRESS EDITORIALS 


IN HIS meeting with the Press Association on Thursday King 
Hussein underlined the dangers posed to the Arab Nation and the 
role which the Arabs should play now in dealing with them, said 
A1 RaT Arabic daily Saturday. The paper referred to the 
continued Israeli attempts to control all Arab territories and the 
ongoing efforts to absorb more immigrants to be settled on Arab 
land. It said that the King has warned of this danger to the nation 
and urged the media to contribute towards spreading awareness 
among the public and to shoulder national responsibilities at this 
crucial stage. Indeed the nation is at a crossroads and faring 
imme nse challenges directed to its own existence, and there can' 
be no alternative to unified action to thwart Israel's plans in the 
occupied region, said the paper. Jordan, which is now enteringa 
new stage of democratic rule, should be able to sound the alarm- 
before other countries with regard to the influx of Jews in_ 
Palestine, and should call the world’s attention to the grave' 
danger in the region, said the paper. It noted that the media in the 
Kingdom has a serious and responsible role to play in this respect, 
and can be of immense benefit to rally the Arab ranks in the face 
of the common dangers. 


Writing in A1 Ra’i Arabic daily, columnist Tareq Masarweh 
points an accusing finger to Tehran as being behind the 
assassination of the three Saudi Arabian diplomats in Thailand 
The writer says that Iran is now exercising its terrorism against the 
Arabs following its failure in tlhe Gulf war and its failure also on 
the domestic front. But, he says that it is most unfortunate that 
the -Iranians are uring Arab nationals to cany out the te r rorist- 
activities in Eurooe, Lebanon, Kuwait and now Thailand. The 
writer notes that the Iranians have all along been hostile to the 
Arab Nation, regardless of the ruler the shah or the Khomeini; 
and Tehran has never concealed its hatred to the Arab Nation. It 
seems Tehran is taking revenge on Riyadh for executing Iranian 
agents who carried out terrorist actions in Mecca, and is trying to 
exercise pressure on Saudi Arabia to change its position, the 
writer adds. One cannot forget Tehran’s open collaboration with 
Israel and tbe United States in a c omm on effort to weaken the 
Arab Nation; and therefore one has to bear in mind that, j 
Tehran’s terrorist actions sometimes change its hostile 
remains the same, the writer concludes. 


Al Dortour daily commented on a report by the human rights 
organisation Amnesty International in which it exposes Israel’s 
crimes against the Arab population of occupied Palestine.

Balance of payments figures 



.PROPER management of the balance of payments is the real 
cfiallfflgi* to the economic policy of Jordan in tbe coming years. 
The problem is the shortage in foreign currency, which, as it 
stands now, is not sufficient to accommodate all die country’s 
needs and commitments. Without a healthy balance of payments, 
the Central Bank would not be able to rebuild its reserves and 
effectively intervene in the market to protect the stability of the 
exchange rate. 

Although Arab and foreign financial aid is extremely imgor* 
rant, the backbone ■ of tbe reform of the current balance' of 
payments account is the increase of exports and the reduction of 
imports of both goods and services. 

Tentative 'statistics for 1989, the first year in tbe five year 
national economic correction programme, indicate that exports 
were up by at least 15 per cent, and imports were down by a 
similar percentage, all calculated in terms of dollars. Thus the 
financing of imports from the proceeds of exports rose from 35 
percent in 1988 to over 50 per cent in 1989. This was obviously a 
substantial structural improvement. 

It sprang that the Jordanian economy is extremely flexible and 
manageable. It responds to changes in policies and measures. If

Salary increases

Jordan’s tourism— incredible potential, 
problems of funds and organisation

AMMAN — Scaatily-dad 
Finns crowding the* Red Sea 
beach at Aqaba are good news 
for Jordan's Sedating tourist in* 
dustry, but rriamic fundamental- 
ists say they are offensive. 

“The people of Aqaba are get- 
ting fed up with the flagrant 
domes of tourists... this leads to 
moral, corruption," Muslim 
Brotherhood deputy Yousef A1 
Atfam told purii&ment last week. 

The success of Islamists in last 
year’s election is just the latest 
worry for tour operators who say 
Jordan may lose out in a competi- 
tive world market unless it takes 
tourism more seriously. 

“Until now we haven't realised . 
that tourism is an industry and a 
source of the hard currency Jor- 
dan needs. To make money you 
must spend it,” said Near East 
Tours manager- George Bawab. 

■" Jordan, straggling wfth^Pjmge 
foreign ^ debt, earned more than 
$600 nriffionfrom tourism in 
1988, not for b ehind exports in- 
come of $875 mflKan, official 
figures show. 

Figures for 1 989 have not yet 
been issued, but operators say it 
was another good year despite 
the impact of the Pal estinian up- 
rising in the Israeli-occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Tins scared off most of the 
American religious tourists who 
used to visit Jordan briefly on 
tours of die holy land. 

“We used to get 40 to 60 U.S. 
groups in March and April, but 
this year we have only seven or 
t," Bawab said, 
iwab and his colleagues say 
Jordan needs a more aggressive, 
professional and coordinated 
ap pr oa ch to fulfill its potential. 

“We axe on the threshold of a 
tremendous leap forward, but we 
axe about to lose our advantage,” 
said Manor Nassar, manager of 
International Trades, a travel 

agency. 

“Jordan has become accepted 
as a tourist destination in Europe, 
Japan and the Gulf countries, but 
we need funds and orga ni sa tion 


to sustain this,” he added. 

“The potential is incredible, 
esperiahy for incentive and selec- 
tive toeyjsm,** said Majid Khalil, 
manager .of the five-star Jordan 
Intercontinental Hotel, “but we 
need mote infrastructure and we 
must reach* the people who ha- 
ven't heard about Jordan.” 

This year 10,000 Finns and 
2,800 West Germans on package 
tours axe expected to sample the 
winter sunshine of Aqaba. * 
They wiH pack bolds there 
from mid-February to the end of 
May. An acute shortage of hotel 
beds afflic ts Jordan's 
tourist attraction, the rock-hewn 
Nabatean city of Petra. 

“We could triple or quadruple 
the 60,000 package tourists we 
■ get now, but we need more beds 
m Petra,” Bawab said.

He said sharp increases in hotel 
prices such as the 50 per cent 
slapped on in August to compen- 
sate for a slump m the exchange 
value of the dinar should be 
avoided. 

Hoteliers say their prices are 
still competitive. A night in a 
five-star hotel in Amman costs 
about $100 for ad individual. A 
couple on a group tour might pay 
$96 for a room, breakfast 
dinner at the same hotel.

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Spirits , numbers , stars 


Interest in the science of astrology is 
increasing among the young generation, 
especially because of the fact that it 
deals with the unknown, predicting the 
future and analysing the major character- 
istics of people’s personalities, Saeda 
Kilani interviews one of Jordan's astrolo- 
gers. 


AMMAN — After 37 years of 
co nti nuous study in spiritualism, 
astrology ana numerology, 
Mohammad Abdul Hadi has be- 
come one of the few experts in 
the field in Jordan. He predicts 
die future and major events in 
one’s life and personality through 
“basic and scientific analysis,” be 
says. 

With an average of 10 to 15 
“clients” a week, Abdul H 
tries to apply his knowledge of 
astrology in analysis of people's 
personalities, lives and careers. 
In turn, the clients themselves 
could deduct how this science 
operates and consequently apply 
it on their future, according to 
Abdul Hadi. 

Abdul Hadi has written three 
books, but says he was dis- 
appointed with public reaction to 
ms works, mainly on astrology 
and numerology — relatively un- 
known subjects in Jordan. 

“An average of only 750 copies 
of my books were sold out of a 
total of 2,500,” Abdul Hadi told 
the Jordan Times in an interview 
at his home in JabaJ Luweibdeb. 
Faced with the discoaraging re- 
sponse, Abdul Hadi, in his late 
sixties, stopped publishing books 
and began inviting people to his 
residence with the purpose of 
expanding bis scientific analysis 
ami confirming the importance of 
astrology as a science to the 
public. He now charges JD S per 
“sitting” which usually lasts for 
about an hour. 

Some of those who visit him 
are from the younger generation 
seeking to their future, though 
they admi t their being indifferent 
to the whole procedure. Sawsan 
Addeken, 25 years old, says that 
she visited Abdal Hadi mostly 
Out of curiosity. “I went there 
because I did not have anything 
else to do; but, truthfully, he said 
many accurate thing * about my 
past, and accordingly, I hope 
what he said Sbodt day future; ' 
from the financial point of view^ 
will be true. I buy now many 
lottery tickets!” 

In his session with Addeken, 
Abdnl Hadi asked her only about 
ber name and biithdate at the 
beginning, from which he de- 
ducted major events about her 
past which, according to her, 
were true. The way Abdul Hadi 
conducts his “sitting” is first by 
informing the client about the 
meaning of the first letter of 
his/ber name, then about the 
whole name and the effect it 
imparts on the personality. 

“From my birtbdate. he calcu- 
lated tire numbers, ana predicted 
the important years in my life and 
also read in my past. Then he also 
figured out many behavioural 
characteristics from my sign, 
Much happens to be tnie,” raid 
Sawsan. 

However, Abdul Hadi com- 
plains, people disbelieve or 
rather do not take this science as 
a real, independent and useful 
one. The argument was dearly 
reflected in the words of another 
of las clients. 

“I would have never gone there 


if be were not a real researcher on 
the subject,” Jules Gress said. 
"However, until now I don't be- 
lieve that anyone could predict 
the future, not even him, even if 
it was a real science of its own.” 

Abdul Hadfs first interest was 
spiritualism; “the survival of 
death, that is, everyone has a 
spirit body in addition to his 
physical body. The former is the 
original and the latter is a tem- 
porary vessel used by the spirit 
for a certain number of years,” be 
says. “Then, when the physical 
body becomes useless because 
of age. disease and accident, the 
spirit withdraws from it to 
another realm of existence: the 
spiritual world.” 

'This science created in me the 
desire to know more about it,” 
explains Abdul Hadi. “That is 
why I kept travelling to England 
to attend various spiritual circles 
and at with mediums; who were 
able to receive messages from the 
s piri t world and convey them to 
me.” 

Then, spiritual healing in par- 
ticular appealed to him. He says 
♦h»t according to his studies in 
tins field, it is believed that doc- 
tors who have passed to the spirit 
world discovered that there are 
healing rays which can be trans- 
mitted to patients on earth 
through mediums. “Now, in 
many countries, including Eng- 
land, the United States and other 
Western countries, there are 
thousands of such mediums who 
are being used by spiritual doc- 
tors to transmit foe ««« healing 
rays,” he says. 

During foe 1970s, Abdul Hadi 
visited many spiritnal dimes and 
sanctuaries and watched many 
healing mediums provide then 
services. 

One of the very well-known 
mediums, Harry Edwards, who 
died in 1980, offered bis services 
Tor over 40 years, according to 
Abdul Hadi, who says be witnes- 
sed a case where Edwards cured a 

75 year old man who had suffered 
from arthritis for seven years. 
His fitness knew ao cure, but was 
given painkiller tablets, but soon 
they ceased to have effect and the 
old man's problem became more 
and more acute before he 
approached Edwards. 

* “Dr. Edwards placed his hands 
on the back of the patient, allow- 
ing foe spirit -rays to come to his 
back bones,” recalls Abudl Hadi. 
“Then, he moved his hands to the 
patient’s knees. In less than three 
minutes, the patient said the pain 
had vanished and everything was 
normal.” 

In 1968, Abdul Hadi changed 
his orientation into astrology af- 
ter having passed through foe 
game conditions and misfortunes 
that a lady astrologer in New 
Zealand predicted a year ago. 

“By correspondence, tins lady 
sent me a book of numerology that 
shows the m*arnmg of numbers 
that appear in onr birthday and 
bow to convert the letters in our 
name* into numbers, then to try 
to fowl out the correlation be-

tween the numbers of our birth- 
date and the numbers of the 
existing year,” Abdul Hadi ex- 
plained. 

From that time on and for 23 
years, he consecrated most of his 
time on studying numerology and 
astrology; purely personal stu- 
dies. And because of foe rarity of 
books on this subject, be used to 
buy them from England. 

Abdul Hadi says he has con- 
ducted extensive research on the 
topics, “including the effect of 
planets on birth signs and partly 
foe indication the nr m e bias on 
onr personality and foe signifi- 
cance of the first letter in our 


names to our career." 

In India, for example, Hindu 
parents do not name their chil- 
dren themselves; according to 
one of the researches of Abdul 
Hadi, when foe child is born, 
parents go to specialised scientist 
or astrologer to choose the name 
for them in order to stimulate, a 
linkage between biithdate num- 
bers and number of letters in the 
name. 

"The impo rtance of this scien- 
ce is to prepare people psycholo- 
gically to what may happen in foe 
.future," explains Abdul Hadi, 
“and to warn them, if we can, of 
any possible misfortunes".

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Bonn accelerates debate Polish inflation, 

on German monetary union unem P ,o y ment ^° ar 


FRANKFURT (R) — West Ger- 
many called Friday for foster 
moves towards a monetary union 
between the two Germanys. 

“To provide the East German 
people with an immediate and 
convincing hope for the future, 
the introduction of the (West 
German) mark as the official 
currency in East Germany could 
be necessary,” West German Fi- 
nance Minister Theo Waigel said. 

He presented the possibility of 
introducing the West German 
currency as one of two choices. 

lie alternative, favoured by 
tne powerful West German cen- 
tral bank and leading economists, 
was to wait unto East German 
economic productivity had im- 
proved before making tbe East 
German mark convertible and 
then creating monetary union. 

“This path is well justified on 
economic grounds, but it needs 
time and wfii require patience on 
the part of the East German 
people," Waigel said. 

He linked the debate about 
monetary union with moves for a 
unification of the two Germanys 
which have gathered pace drama- 
tically after East German Prime 
Minister Hans Modrow Thursday 
urged the creation of a single, 
neutral Germany. 

“In this context, the question* 
arises of the relationship between 
the two German currencies,’' 
Waigel said. 

The West German central 
bank, the Bundesbank, has taken 
die same cautious stance on Ger- 
man monetary union as it has on 
economic ana monetary union 
within the European Community. 

On both counts, it has called 
for only gradual moves to the 
creation of a single currency. 

In January, Bundesbank Presi- 
dent Karl Otto Poehl said it was 
not realistic to believe East Ger- 
many would introduce tbe West 
German mark as its currency. If it 
did. East Germany's currency 
would be administered in Frank- 
fort, he added. 

Waigel said: “It is essential for 
the Bundesbank to remain in 
charge of the money supply in the 


joint currency area with regard to 
polities of monetary stability..” 

No imm ediate comment on 
WaigePs statement was available 
from tbe Bundesbank, but a 
spokesman for die finance minis- 
try in Beam said die two author- 
ities had been in -lose contact. 

Poehl is due to visit East Berlin 
Feb. 6, when he will bold talks 
with the president of the East 
German central bank, Horst 
Kaminsk y. 

Waigel received backing for a 
foster move towards monetary 
onion between the two Germanys 
Friday from Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher. 

Genscfaer told West German 
radio: “The preparations for an 
economic ana monetary union 
must start now and not later.” 

Waigel conceded that the intro- 
duction of the West German 
mark would necessarily create 
problems in East Germany which 
would have to be solved in a 
humane way. 

On tbe other band, there were 
chances that introducing the West 
German currency would lead to 
an immediate improvement in the 
supply of goods m tbe East Ger- 
man economy, an increase in 
productivity and the creation of 
new jobs. 

East Germany’s troubles were 
emphasised Monday by Modrow 
who said the economy was in 
tatters and the exodus of disillu- 
sioned citizens was continuing un- 
abated. 

West German government 
spokesman Dieter Vogel told re- 
porters Friday that more than 
58,000 East Germans, an average 
of 2,000 a day, crossed into West 
Germany in January. 

Meanwhile, frenzied foreign 
buying, stoked by signs German 
unification is getting closer to 
reality, pushed West German 
share prices to an aU-time high 
Friday, traders said. 

The DAX index of 30 leading 
West German shares rose 2.2 per 
cent in the first half hour of 
bourse trading to exceed the pre- 
vious high cl 1,876.23 reached 
Jan. 3. 


Westpac to close Bahrain office. 

BAHRAIN (R) — Australia's Westpac Banking Corporation said 
Saturday it would dose its representative .office in Bahrain by tbe 
end of April. Tbe dosure was part of a review of overseas 
operations by the bank that would also affect other offices, chief 
representative Allan Fraser said in a statement “The bank’s 
co mmitm ent to Bahrain and other Gulf states will, however, 
continue to be serviced through a regular visiting p ro gra m me by 
executives from Australia ana London offices,” the statement 
said. Westpac has been operating in Bahrain since 1976. It 
employs five people in tbe Gulf state, two of them Bahrainis. 

Algeria’s first bond issue fails 

ALGIERS (R) — Algeria’s first attempt to raise funds through a 
local bond issue was a failure, the country’s news agency APS said 
Saturday. Tbe agency, giving results for the first time, said the 
issue raised only 13J2 millio n dinars ($1.6 million) compared to 
the target of 4.5 billion dinars ($562 million). The 1989 national 
solidarity loan was aimed at absorbing excess liquidity and helpmg 
to finance a projected current account deficit of 13 billion dinar s 
($1.6 billion). Officials said people found the interest rates 
unattractive and lacked confidence in the government’s economic 
recovery plan. Many were also unfamiliar with the concept of 
bonds. The issue was in three tranches, a 12-year bond in dinars at 
eight per cent annual interest, a threcL-year no-interest bond and a 
five-year bond in French francs at nine per cent annually. APS 
said only four million dinars ($500,000) had been raised in hard 
currency. 

Israeli farmers seek independence 


TEL AVIV (R) — Hundreds of Israeli fanners have decided to 
set up an association to market their produce through alternative 
channels to the citrus marketing board and Agrexco monopolies, 
Israel radio has reported. Both companies have a legally- 
anchored monopoly but formers who argue that administrative 
costs significantly reduce their income have increasingly criticised 
their role. Agrexco handles non-citrus perishable farm produce. 
The radio said the formers took the decision at a meeting in the 
village of Kfar BQu, near Rehovot, Thursday. It also quoted 
Agriculture Minister Avraham Katz-Oz as saying he would not 
permit marketing outside the existing system but was ready to 
help to streamline operations to cut costs. 

Bahrainis begin 2-day weekend 


BAHRAIN (R) — Bahrain’s tivil servants began a five-day 
working week Saturday, cutting a day from the 36 hour week they 
previously spent in the office. The six-month trial makes Bahrain 
the t h ird Gulf Arab state after Oman and Saudi Arabia to 
intro duce a two-day weekend. 

Japan vehicle exports decline 

TOKYO (AP) — Japan’s exports of cars, trucks and buses 
declined by 3.6 per cent to 5.88 mfllion vehicles in 1989, the fourth 
consecutive year of decline, the Japan Automobile Manufacturers 
Association bas said. Use association said the reason was a 9.9 per 
cent decline in exports to the United States, where local 
production of Japanese cars is expanding. It said six Japanese 
makers produced 1.25 million vehicles in the United States in 
1989, up 40.6 per cent from 1968. Meanwhile, expo r ts to die 
United States from Japan fefl to 2,430,259 vehicles. Globally, 
Jajpan exported 4,391,869 passengers can in 1969, down 0.9 per 
cent; 1,456,887 trades, down 10.4 per emit and 35,149 buses,, 
down 23.1 per cent, all compared with 1988, tbe associati o n said. 
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Overseas buy orders continued 
to push prices higher and at the 
dose foe DAX index had gained 
52L59 points, or 2.8 per cent, to 
end at a record 1,910.67. It rose 
more than 35 pomts Thursday. 

“Foreign buyers are making 
this market," one trader said. 

Traders said overseas interest 
had been a driving force since the 
beginning of the year as investors 
flooded into the market on a 
belief that West Germany’s eco- 
nomy would be one of tbe main 
beneficiaries of the liberalisation 
of Eastern Europe. 

Tbe rush to invest in Germen 
securities was supported last 
week by news that well capital- 
ised Japanese securities houses 
had recently formed several 
“Germany” funds and were pre- 
paring to set up more such invest- 
ment vehides. 

Currency dealers in Tokyo 
have said the yen has been fellin g 
against the mark partly because 
. of tbe investment wave. They 
said tbe portfolio funds being set 
up from late Januaiy to Febniary 
could total up to some 200 billion 
yen. 

One Frankfort share trader 
said domestic buyers were jump- 
ing into the market (m every new 
rumour that a major foreign 
address was buying or preparing 
to buy. 

A share trader said at least one 
major U.S. brokerage firm was 
believed to be aiming at increas- 
ing the amount of German stocks 
in its international investment 
portfolios to five per cent. 

Other rumours point to tbe 
possibility that major London 
houses will begin concerted 
buying some time this week. 

But the trader said such strong 
g ain s were bound to lead to a 
correction. “We’re telling clients 
interested in good short-term 
gains to get oat of the market this 
week.” 

Foreign investment funds have 
principally focused on blue chip 
West German shares, such as the 
major banks, chemical companies 
and utilities which make up tbe 
DAX index. 


Turks rush 
‘for gold’ 

ISTANBUL (R) — Investors 
queued op at dawn at booming 
Istanbul’s stock exchange Friday 
to map all newly-floated shares of 
two Turkish firms and a bank. “It 
was unbelievable . People came 
in the dark and then stormed 
through the exchange," said one 
broker. “It was like a scene from 
the gold rush days of past centur- 
ies.” The market index gained 
two per cent to a record 3,833.96. 

It has risen more than 10-fold 
since the end of 1988 on a bull ran 
spurred by new regulations' 
admitting foreign buyms. The 
new shares offered by Fmans- 
bank A.S., a private bank, Gen- 
tas A.S., a producer of metal 
equipment, and Peg A.S. of Pro- 
fife, a durable household goods 
maker, sold out immediately. 
Fmansbank, which more than 
doubled 1989 profits, set an offer 
price of 6,600 lira.

Sanchez said: “I don’t have 
anything to lose against Steffi. 
I’m going to play good tennis... 
like 1 efia in the French Open.” 

Graf beat Maleeva to win the 
Tokyo tournament in 1986, while 
Sanchez is compering in the com- 
petition for the first rime. 


AUCKLAND, New Zealand 
(AP) — Fourteen yean after 
Sebastian Coe launched a career 
that yielded 12 worid records, the 
last act of an athdete whose 
style was synonymous with grace 
and speed was a 40-metre stroll 
on a warm-up track. 

The 33-year-Old Englishman 
said goodbye to world track on a 
small, windy oval-shaped training 
field, half a world away from the 
arenas where be nude his name 
as oat of die greatest middle* 
distance runners of aD time. 

Only a handful of journalists 
were there to witness the end. 

The thousands who had come 
the see Coe waited inside the 
adjacent Mr. Smart Stadium for 
his appearance in foe heats of the 
men's 1500 metres, foe event 
which brought him two Olympic 
gold medals. 

But as foe runners were being 
called by race marshalls, Coe was 
sitting on a concrete step explain- 
ing how his career had come to 
end in a bout of sickness that 
stripped him of energy and drive. 

“It’s foe shake of foe dice isn’t 
it?” Coe said philosophically. 

Ignoring the advice of his doc- 
tors, Coe jogged to the training 
track where be spoke to his 
father, his trainer Frank Dick and 
En gland tram manager John Jef- 
fery. They an told him to pull out. 

He jogged a couple more laps 
without taking off his tracksuit. 

Eventually, the decision was 
made for him. Jeffery walked 
across to the offidals's hut and 
scratched Coe. 

“It was concerned for his 
health. The chances of him mak- 
ing the final were limited to say 


foe least and ikh. 'e wans to see 
Coe go out fotit way ” Jeffexy 
said. 

The 1500 metres was to have 
been the show-stopping finale to 
Che's 12 years at the top of 
international middle distance 
running. 

It was his first full Common- 
wealth Games after bypassing 
Edmonton for foe European 
Cham pio nshi p s , missing Brisbane 
through illness and pulling out of 
Edinburgh because of foe flu. 

But us past came back to 
haunt him and Friday’s virus put 
paid to his hopes of going out 
with a medal. 

On Thursday, Coe finished a 
distant sixth in the final of foe 800 
metres, for which be has been foe 
world record holder since 1979. 

He looked jaded and tired. 
Something had to be wrong. It 
was, and in the end Coe couldn’t 
bear foe thought of ending his 
career with another below-par 
performance.

Armenian, Azeri fronts agree 
to ceasefire at Riga talks 


MOSCOW (R) — Debates from the warring Soviet 
'republics of Armenia and Azerbaijan agreed Satur- 
day to cease hostilities along their joint border and 
declared the escalation of their ethnic conflict was 
against both sides’ interests. 


Leaders of the two son them 
republics' mass movements also 
agreed on provisions for an ex- 
change of hostages taken during 
die latest violence over the dis- 
puted Nagorno-Karabakh terri- 
tory that has claimed more than 
320 lives in the past two years. 

A spokesman for the Latvian 
Popular Fronf, host for the meet- 
ings in the Latvian capital Riga, 
said the two sides had issued a 
joint statement alter the conclu- 
sion of their first round of direct 
talks in the hours of Saturday. 

“It stated that they agreed that 
the escalation of the conflict was 
against the interests of both 


sides,” he said. 

The spokesman said the Arme- 
nians and Azerbaijanis had also 
agreed on provisions for the ex- 
change of hostages and a cessa- 
tion of hostilities along their en- 
tire border, where thousands of 
Soviet troops have been deployed 
to keep the peace. 

But both sides had restated 
their positions over Nagorno- 
Karabakh, a region which has 
been part of Soviet Azerbaijan 
since 1923 but it populated main- 
ly by Armenians. 

According to the Moscow 
Radio publication Interfax, the 
two delegations had stressed that 


their conflict arose from territo- 
rial claims rather than religions 
differences. Armenia has a 
Christian culture while Azeris are 
traditionally Muslim. 

The talks between leader of the 
Azerbaijani Popular Front ami 
the Armenian National Move- 
ment are being held under the 
auspices of the Baltic Council 
composed of the powerful popu- 
lar front mass movements or Lat- 
via, Lithuania and Estonia. 

At earlier separate talks with 
members of the Baltic Council, 
the Azerbaijani Popular Front 
condemned Moscow’s decision to 
send troops into their capital, 
Baku on Jan. 20. About 100 
people were killed in several days 
of street fighting. 

The Azeris said the dispatch of 
troops was an act of aggression 
and a violation of Azerbaijani’s 
sovereignty. The Armenians, 
who also met the council separ- 


ately, called the deployment of 
troops in Baku a “destabilising 
factor.” 

The direct talks began Friday 
at tbe Latvian Writers’ Union 
with an agenda covering re- 
fugees, humanitarian problems 
and tbe deployment of Soviet 
troops. 

The Soviet Defence Minister, 
General Dmitri Yazov, said last 
week that the main reason for 
sending the troops in was to 
crush a nationalist revolt by the 
Azerbaijani Popular Front, 
whom he described as “extrem- 
ists”. 

Other Soviet leaders said the 
troops were sent in to restore 
order after anti-Armenian riots 
last month in which about 60 
people were killed. Some have 
recommended negotiations with 
the Popular Front, regarded as 
the main political force in the 
southern Soviet republic. 


Lukanov elected new 
Bulgarian premier 


Romanian front to continue 
as dominant political force 


SOFIA, Bulgaria (AP) — Polit- 
buro member Andrei Lukanov, a 
moderate Communist reformer, 
was elected Bulgaria's new pre- 
mier by parliament Saturday, a 
day after tbe opposition rejected 
a C ommunis t offer to join a 
provisional government. 

Lnkanov, a 51-year-old eco- 
nomist, is the third moderate to 
take over as the country’s pre- 
mier since hard-line Communist 
leader Tudor Zhivkov was ousted 
on Nov. 10 after 35 years in 
power. Lukanov was elected by a 
unanimous vote of tbe Commun- 
ist-controlled parliament. 

“We have to make fun- 
damental economic reforms and 
we have to do them immediate- 
ly," Lukanov told parliament 
Saturday, promising to present 
new ministers for his government 
Thursday and to prepare a prog- 
ramme for social and economic 
problems by Feb. 28. 

The Communist-dominated 
government of the previous pre- 
mier, Georgi Atanassov, resigned 
late Thursday during a Commun- 
ist Party congress. Tbe congress 
ended Friday with the election of 
politburo member Alexander 
Lilov, 56, as the new party 
chairman. 


He replaced Petar Mladenov, 
S3, who will continue to serve as 
president — the head of state. 

At a joint news conference 
Friday with Lukanov, Lflov told 
reporters that consultations will 
Start Saturday with “other parties 
and groups for setting up a gov- 
ernment of national concord.” 

His comment was a renewed 
offer to the oppo si tion to enter 
into a new government with the 
Communists. 

Petar Beron, a senior member 
of both file Ecoglasnost Environ- 
mentalist group and tbe opposi- 
tion Union of Democratic Forces, 
said the opposition would stay 
away from the talks. 

Lukanov is “very capable and 
resourceful,” Beron said Satur- 
day, though he repeated the 
opposition's refusal to take part 
in a provisional government. 

“We shall refuse certainly to 
take part,” he said. “We have not 
got any formal proposal. Nobody 
nas offered us any proposal on 
the conditions and circumstances 
(for participating in a govern- 
ment). ...I expect Lukanov to 
approach us... but we have de- 
clared several times that, under 
the rizcumstances we cannot take 
part” 


BUCHAREST, Romania (AP)

political life despite a power-shar- 
ing agreement readied with 
opposition parties, a source said 

Tim political accord reached 
Thursday followed 10 days of 
opposition protests over the pro- 
visional government’s decision to 
participate in May 20 elections, 
reversing an earlier pledge to stay 
out of the contest. 

The opposition argued that the 
unelected National Salvation 
Front, which has run tbe country 
since the December revolution 
that toppled Nicolae Ceausescu, 
couldn't be both a referee and 
player in Romania's first free 
election since World War II. 

Under the agreement, a Coun- 
cil of National Unity will replace 
the 150-man front, which has 


ruled by decree. 

National Liberal Party leader 
Rada Campeann said the council 
would have 180 members, includ- 
ing representatives of political 
parties and prominent Roma- 
nians from ail walks of life, in- 
cluding those who fought in the 
revolution. 

But a source in the front who 
was privy to the talks told the 
Associated Press Friday that tbe 
council's non-political ride will be 
members of the front’s current 
governing council or figures 
acceptable to the front 

Also Friday, four top officials 
in Ceansescn’s government were 
convicted of being accomplices to. 
genocide and sentenced by a 
mOitaiy tribunal to life in prison. 
The four men were convicted of 
backing Ceausescu’s orders to 
shoot demonstrators sduring the 
bloody December revolution. 


Soviet party to study 
giving up monopoly 


4 more killed in Kashmir 


SRINAGAR, India (AP) — At 
least four people were ItiUed Fri- 
day in tire Kashmir Valley, in- 
cluding tbe first Hindu civilian, 
after an eight-day hill in violence, 
officials said. 

The latest deaths raised to 76 
the number of people killed, in- 
cluding Muslims and Indian 
troops, since the government 
ordered a crackdown on Jan. 20 
on the Muslim movement for 
secession of Kashmir region from 
northern Jammu-Kashmir state. 

India and Pakistan have gone 
to war three times since they were 
partitioned in 1947 following in- 
dependence from Britain. 

Kashmiri militants at first de- 
manded union with Pakistan but 
recently they have demanded a 
separate neutral nation that if 
formed would be sandwiched 
next to India, Pakistan and 
China. 


Jammu-Kashmir is tbe only 
province with a Muslim majority 
in the country. At least 65 per 
cent of its 5 million people are 
Muslims. Nationwide, Muslims 
account for 12 per cent of India's 
880 million people. 

New Delhi has been accusing 
ndghbouring Pakistan, an Isla- 
mic state, of fomenting the trou- 
ble in Kashmir. Islamabad has 
been denying the charges but said 
the people or Kashmir had a right 
to setf-detennination. 

Last week's bitter trading of 
accusations culminated in in- 
creased Pakistani and Indian 
military activities near their 
border. 

“The Indian people and army 
are prepared to give a befitting 
reply” if Islamabad wanted a 
confrontation, said Prime Minis- 
ter V.P. Singh in Calcutta, UNI 
reported. 


MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet 
Communist .Party will consider 
giving vp its guaranteed monopo- 
ly on political power and other 
radical proposals at a key meeting 
next week, a Moscow Radio pub- 
lication said Saturday. 

The Interfax news bulletin said 
the proposals would come in a 
“‘drat platform of the CPSU” to 
be submitted Monday to a plen- 
ary session or plenum of tbe 
Central Committee, the party’s 
policy-making body. 

In terf a x , which has good offi- 
cial contacts, (fid not specify who 
was behind the proposals but the 
wording left lime doubt it was 
referring to an official report to 
be delivered by party General 
Secretary Mikhail Gorbachev. 

“Our ideal is humane democra- 
tic socialism,” the news service 
directly quoted the document — 
which would be the centrepiece 
of the plenum — as saying. 

“The draft platform calls for a 
radical perestroika of the party, 
which will fight for its leading 
role, but assume no state or 


government powers, nor lay any 
dahn to having its role set down 
in the constitution,” Interfax 
said. 

It said file principle of a multi- 
party system “is not rejected, but 
is not treated as a panacea” in the 
draft, which also provided for the 
right to platforms within the party 
and the right of a. minority to 
defend its views. 

“However, the party will not 
permit factions with an internal 
organisation or discipline of their 
own,” it said. 

Some central committee offi- 
cials, contacted through Soviet 
journalists, said they could not 
comment on tbe Interfax report 
or confirm that it corresponded to 
a draft Gorbachev has been pre- 
paring .over the past two weeks. 

Other Soviet sources said it 
appeared to conform to what they 
had learned of the ideas the 
Kremlin chief was to put forward. 

Interfax, which has been in 
existence since last summer, said 
the plan also proposed radical 
changes in the leadership 


De Klerk receives worldwide praise 


LONDON (AP) — South Africa 
received worldwide praise Friday 
for its decision to release Nelson 
Mandela and legalise banned 
opposition groups, but some na- 
tions said farther changes were 
needed to eliminate apartheid. 

British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher immediately lifted 
cultural and academic embargoes 
on South Africa and declared that 
her stance against economic sanc- 
tions, at odds with British allies, 
had paid off. 

Anti-apartheid groups deman- 
ded continued economic and 
other sanctions that they said, 
forced South Africa’s white- 
dominated government to re- 
form. 

Mrs. Thatcher described South 
African President F.W. De 
Klerk’s announcement as “far- 
reaching, bold and oonrageous,” 
and said, “we shall step up con- 


• “We believe in carrots as well 
as sticks and they’ve had plenty of 
the latter, they should now have 
some of the former,” Mrs. 
Thatcher told reporters outside 
her office. 

She invited De Klerk and Man- 
dela, upon his release, to visit 
Britain and said the U.S. policy 
of disinvestment and ti ghtwimg - 
sanctions was “a mistake.” 

British officials said that “in 
due course” she would raise the 
issue of easing embargoes in the 
European Community and the 
Commonwealth. 

In Washington, White House 
spokesman Martin Fitzwater said 
De Klerk’s decision to release 
Mandela on an unspecified date 
and legalise the African National' 
Congress guerrilla movement 


were “positive steps." 

U.S. State Department spokes- 
woman Margaret Totwiler said 
the steps announced by De Klerk 
“lay the groundwork for negotia- 
tions to begin.” 

“We call on all South African 
parties, including those unbanned 
by President De Klerk, to take up 
this offer of negotiations and be- 
gin in earnest the process of a 
peaceful transition to a nos-radal 
democratic South Africa," she 
said. 

De Klerk also said be would 
legalise other black dissident 
groups, declare a moratorium on 
executions and lift most state of 
emergency measures. 

TutwDer noted that the South 
African president’s announce- 
ment did not completely Uft the 
state of emergency in that coun- 
try, but said, “we welcome in- 
dications that this may happen 
soon.” 

The Soviet Union called De 
Klerk's measures “an important 
and long-expected step in the 
right direction.” 

But the official Soviet News 
Agency (TASS) quoted an un- 
identified Foreign Ministry 
spokesman as saying: “It is neces- 
sary that they should be followed 
by practical actions, that other 
measures should be taken, speci- 
fically, on tbe lifting of the state 
of emergency In the country...”. 

Sir Shndath Ramphal, secret- 
ary-general of the Common- 
wealth, the 49-nation association 
Of Britain and its former ccAouks, 
said Sooth Africa had reached “a 
moment of hope.” 

“(But) much of President De 
Klerk’s announcement is a state- 
ment of intent,” Ramphal said.. 


“Meanwhile all concerned must 
work ... to convert promise into 
performance and ensure that 
apartheid is ended.” 

Canada’s external affairs minis- 
'ter, Joe Clark, who beads a nine- 
nation Commonwealth commit- 
tee monitoring sanctions, said he 
was “very encouraged.” 

In New York, U.N. Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
said De Klerk's announcement 
was “celestial music.” 

“I hope it is the begmmng of 
the process leading to tbe end of 
apartheid,” be said. 

Black African nations. South 
Africa's most hostile critics, 
joined in guarded praise. 

Nigeria Foreign Affairs Minis- 
ter Rflwanu Lukman said De 
Klerk had taken “the first con- 
crete step in the long journey 
toward .the total era dication of 
apartheid and racial discrimina- 
tion.” 

Mozambique, South Africa’s 
neighbour, played an excerpt of 
South African music on tbe state 
radio and die announcer declared 
De Klerk’s speech “allows us to 
see, shining strongly, a light at 
the end of a tunnel that once 
seemed infinite.” 

Kenya and Sierra Leone both 
called the moves a “step in the 
right direction.” 

Israel, long suspected of help- 
ing South Africa evade a manda- 
tory international arms embargo 
and bmUf midear arms, wel- 
comed the announcement 
“Israel will continue to follow 
favourably the process of reform 
taking place in South Africa,” 
Foreign Munster Moshe Arens 


In Tokyo, Japanese Foreign 


Minister Taro Nakayama said the 
measures were key to starting 
black-white negotiations in Scuth 
Africa. 

West Germany, France and 
other West European countries 
all said South Africa had moved' 
in the right direction. French 
President Francois Mitterrand 
said he sent Mandela a message 
praising the jailed black leader 
for his “coinage and dignity.” 

Scandinavian nations, forceful 
imposes* of sanctions, said the 
time was not right to let up. 

“The pressure of the South 
African regime must be kept op," 
Swedish P rime Minister Ingvar 
Carisson said. 

Dutch Prime Minister Ruud 
Lubbers said he expected tbe EC 
nations to meet soon to discuss 
lifting some embargoes. 

“The situation has changed 

fundamentally. a wall has 

come down,” he said. 

U.S. sanctions have been tbe 
harshest of any imposed by South 
Africa’s major trading partners, 
which include Britain, West Ger- 
many, France, Japan and the 
black southern African nations 
neigh bouring the white-ruled 
country. 

Bills pending in the U.S. Con- 
gress seek to impose a total trade 
embargo and ban banks from 
rescheduling loans to South 
Africa. 

Mrs. T ha t c her has fought to 
jxevent Commonwealth sanc- 
tions. Among die milder mea- 
sures she accepted in 1955 was a 
derision to “discourage cultural 
and scientific agreements.” 

The 12-nation EC bans iron 
and steel imports from South 
Africa. 


Kohl: 
Blocking 
unity drive 
would lead 
to crisis 

DAVOS, Switzerland (R) — Any 
attempt to block the quickening 
drive towards German unity 
could touch off a crisis in East 
Germany and doom any chance 
of reviving its crippled economy. 
West German Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl said Saturday. 

Hast Germans are calling for 
unity with mounting impatience 
and their protests have launched 
a historical process with a 
momentum that outsiders cannot 
control, he told a meeting of 
business leaders in this swiss rid 
resort. 

Kohl addressed the World Eco- 
nomic Forum only boms before 
bis first meeting with East Ger- 
man Prime Minister HanS Mod- 
row, who overturned 40 years of 
Communist policy Thursday to 
back a merger of the two Ger- 
manys if the new state were 
neutral. 

The chancellor only mentioned 
Mbdrow’s concession long 
enough to again reject its neutral- 
ity demand and say Bonn would 
discuss unify with new leaders 
after East Germany's first free 
elections on March 18. 

“The alternatives to a policy of 
reason, dialogue and tangible 
changes are written on the wall in 
warning letters,” Kohl said in his 
prepared address. 

These were “the danger of 
crisis that could overshadow the 
first peaceful revolution on Ger- 
man soil and a continued mass 
exodus that wipes out chances of 
economic recovery the longer it 
laris.” he said. 

More than 58,000 East Ger- 
mans flocked westwards in Janu- 
ary, worsening a grave labour 
shortage. in the homeland they 
left and further straining West 
Germany’s tight job and housing 
markets. 

Wolfgang Berghofer, the 
mayor of Dresden who quit East 
Germany’s crumbling Commun- 
ist Party last month, said Friday 
tiie exodus would force unify 
farter than anyone expected. 

“The exodus of East German 
citizens to Wert Germany means 
we will be forced to make deci- 
sions this year, whether we like it 
or not,” jie.said:

FRANKFURT, Wert Getmany (AP) ~ Two rush-hour co m m i tter 
-trams collided after a driver overioofced a stop signal, tiffing seven 
wnd injuring numerous -passengers, authorities have said. The 
accident in suburban Rwssebheun occurred at 4:20p.m. local 
time ontbe heavily used rim between Frankfurt and Wiesbad e n, 
spokesman Walter Henss of the federal railroad network said. 
Some cars derailed and rescue workers were unsure howmany 
passengers were trapped in the wreckage. A spokesman for the 
Roesselsheim police said he had been told there were . , s f^? 
fatalities in the accident and numerous injuries. Henss said both 
trams were travelling at relatively slow speed when the collis ion 
occurred. The derailed cars forced authorities to dos e dow n the 
section of track affected and to reroute other trains during the 
heavy traffic period Friday evening. 

Timisoara revolt claimed 71 lives 

BUCHAREST (R) — Romanian authorities said just 71 people 
died in Timisoara in the December uprising against dictator 
Nicolae Ceausescu, in contrast to initial estimates which put tee 
number of victims at many thousand. The new toll, which adds 
five more deaths to. tbe official figure, was released in a 
government repent Saturday. Students at Timisoara's P olytec hnic 
Institute immediately said they were not satisfied with the 
investigation and would cany out their own inquiries. They told 
the official Rompres news agency they would make house-to- 
house visits to establish from relatives just how many people were 
dead, injured or wwwing in the western city, 570 kilometres from 
Bucharest near the Yugoslav border. The unrest which precipi- 
tated Ce a usescu’s overthrow began in Tinnsoara m mid- 
December. First reports said thousands died in fighting against his 
hated Secnritate secret police. 

China delays Czechoslovak visit 

PEKING (R) — China said Saturday it had postponed the visit to 
Peking of a Czechoslovakian minister in protest against the tour 
of Prague by Tibet’s sp ir i t ua l leader, tile Dalai Lama- The official 
New China News Agency said Pelting had no choice but to delay 
die visit by Ladislav Vodrazka, minister for metallurgy, engineer- 
ing and electrical engineering, because the invitation to tbe Dalai 
Lama was a “gross interf eren ce" in China’s internal affairs. 
Czechoslovakian ambassador in Peking Eduard Saul was sum-, 
moned to the Foreign Ministry Saturday, the agency said. The 
Dalai Lama is in Prague as a guest of Czechoslovakian President 
Vadav Havel. Vodrazka was scheduled to begin his stay in China 
on Feb. 17. No new date was set. “The Czechoslovakian 
pres dent’s insistence on inviting the Dalai Lama to Chechoslova- 
kia in disregard of the solemn position made dear to him in 
advance by the Chinese side constitutes a gross interference in 
Onna’s internal affairs,” the agency said. 

U.S. to allow immigrants’ families to stay 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Thousands of illegal aliens who are 
spouses or childien of legalised immigrants wili be allowed to stay 
in the United States unoer a new policy unveiled Friday by the 
U.S. Immigration Commisaoner, Gene McNaiy. The pew policy 
reverses a three-year-old practice of admitting only those family 
members for “compelling humanitarian reasons.” -McNaiy said 
die previous policy was not being administered evenhandedfy by 
INS district offices and as a result split families: “We can enforce 
the law humanely,” McNaiy told reporters at a briefing. “To split 
famili es simply encourages farther violation of the law as they 
(illegal aliens) attempt to reunite,” McNaiy said. .
